I also told her that the order of these two books only might be a bit unusual and 
might indicate a spdcial interest because they are the only books in which I published 
the transcripts of Warren Commission executive sessions.

FOIA if yhey'll pay the cost, including the time it takes Helen to retrieve, copy and 

tefile them. 

The woman's name is Hosconi. 

It seems to me to be a little odd th-it they was so pldasant and still had that letter. 

Oswald in New Orleans has Jong been out of print, but O&rrison as well as critics has 
a copy of copies. ^ got several cadtons of them when it appeared.
